roots of the tree.

twine. 
The 
tops 
and 
b ranches of the plants are tied up 
to prevent injury to the b ranches. 
This method prevents injury , and 
there is very little shock to the 
tree or plant b y this method. 
If 
y ou have y our plants shipped to 
y ou, they will come in b oxes and 
well protected with the b ox lined 
with paper to prevent evaporation. 
Do not open the b ox until y ou 
have y our soil ready for planting. 
Be sure that the b oxes are not 
left in the sun or w'here the wind 
can strike them. 
While It is ad­ 
visab le to plant y our Evergreens 
just as soon as they come in, if it 
is impossib le for any reason to put 
them in the ground, y ou can keep 
them for five or six day s in the 
b oxes, without injuring them.

FEWER DEATHS 
OF ALCOHOLISM 


WASHINGTON, Nov . 4.—Deaths 
from 
alcoholism 
in 
the 
United 
States declined last year from the 
total attained in 1928. 
A census bureau tabulation of 
the total deaths attributed to that 
cause in the registration area — 46 
states, the District of Columbia and 
a group of nine cities in the other 
two states — showed 4,339 deaths I 
against 4,627 recorded in 1928. The ; 
decrease showed up also in the ^ 
rate per 100,000 population which j 
was set at 3.7 against 4.1. 
The 
census bureau estimated this regis­ 


tration area holds 95 per cent of 
the United States population. 
Declines took place in New York, 
Pennsylv ania, 
Illinois, 
Ohio, New 
Jersey, 
Maryland, 
Michigan, 
and 
Missouri. 
Increases, howev er, were 
shown in Massachusetts, Wisconsin, 
and California. 
These elev en states 
completed the list of those report­ 
ing more than 100 such deaths.

Co mfo rtable fo r Winter 
It is Impossible to remodel old 
t.vpe pou ltry hou ses so that the> 
will provide fresh air and ot thp 
same time control frost and mois 
tu re as satisfactorily as the new 
well planned one will do. 
There 
ore, however, some simple things 
that can be done for the old pou l 
try hou se that will mak e it mu ch 
more comfortable in winter. 
There is probably naihing thai 
can be done to mak e an old hou se 
more comfortable than to pu t in a 
straw loft overhead. 
If the loff 
is 
bu ilt 
straight 
across 
Ju st 
enou gh to be ou t of the w’ay so 
that it Is not necessary to stoop, 
overhead will be redu ced and a 
proper temperatu re can he main 
tained. 
The thick ness of the layer 
of straw shou ld be anyw'here from 
12 to 18 inches after it has set 
tied. 
Shu tter-ventllators 
are 
mu ch 
more reliatile for ventilation than 
mu slin cu rtains and in remodel­ 
ing a shu tter-ventilator can often 
be su hstitiitea for one sash of an 
old window.

sanitary conditions will he greatly 
improved.

Red Mites Will Hide 
in Little Crev ices 
Red mites do not stay on the 
nirds all the time, bu t remain hid­ 
den in the crack s and crevices of 
the pou ltry hou se du ring the day, 
coining ou t at night to feed on tlie 
birds. 
They pierce the sk in ot the 
birds and su ck blood from them. 
Occasionally these mites become 
nu merou s enou gh to k ill the birds 
they infest. 
Under extreme con 
ditions tliey will frequ ently destroy 
a large nu mber of you ng chick s in 
a very short time. The chick s ap­ 
pear rou gh and soon become weak 
and die. 
OccasionnJIy birds will 
drop dead from the roost du ring 
the iilght when the hou se is badly 
infested with mites.

Ventilation in Houses 
A cheap and very satisfactory 
cold weather ventilation for poultry 
houses seems to be the straw loft. A 
loft is made with woven wire fenc­ 
ing or even with light poles put 
across about six and one half or 
seven feet above the floor and Is
